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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The request for reconsideration has been entered and considered but does not 
overcome the rejection because applicant's arguments are not convincing and do not 
place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that Houlihan fails to 
disclose nitriding the surface of an oxide and injecting fluorine in addition to injecting 
oxygen ions. Applicant's attention is directed to col. 4, In. 42 to 59, which teaches an 
embodiment in which nitrogen is implanted into or on the surface of an oxide layer. In 
regard to Applicant's second point. Applicant does not claim injecting both fluorine and 
oxygen ions in together. See also col. 4 In. 35-41 . 

2. Applicant makes various other arguments against the other references cited 
based on the alleged deficiencies in Houlihan. These arguments are moot because the 
Houlihan reference is not held to be defective.
